field, the taboo list contains such 
items as these: 
President Roosevelt is not to be 
mentioned. Sponsors tear their 
hair when gag writers seek to 
flash darts of humor about him. 
References 
to 
the 
Supreme 
Court are equally frowned upon. 
It is felt that many commercial 
sponsors have come in contact 
with the Court at some time or 
other and a misplaced joke might 
not sit well with their cases. 
Sit-down strikes may be men­ 
tioned but references to partic­ 
ular parties or companies in­ 
volved are crossed out. 
Spain may be mentioned pro­ 
vided one doesn’t mention the 
Loyalists, the Rebels, the gener­ 
als or anything having to do with 
the war, which is equivalent to a 
general taboo. 
Hitler is not to be a subject of 
jokes, nor is the La Guardia in­ 
cident to be mentioned. It is wise 
to leave untouched Mussolini and 
the remainder of the dictatorial 
contingent. 
Executives would prefer that 
the gag writers choose 
some 
other topic than 
the 
Dionne 
quintuplets but, if handled in 
moderation, the jokes may pass. 
Still under a rigid ban is any 
humorous remark pertaining to 
Edward Windsor and Mrs. Sim p­ 
son. 
As to using the names of actors 
and actresses, Variety has this to 
say: “It’s okay to make referenc­ 
es to Garbo’s feet or Mae West’s 
figure because this is counted as 
semi-advertising for the victim.” 
Final “Don’t” on the list is Con­ 
gress with which is coupled this 
notation: “Never mention. This 
causes hysterics with 
sponsors 
similar to the conniptions over 
Roosevelt gags.”

WITH INSECT PESTS 


W hether the hom e-grown cer­ 
eals are w heat flou r, whole-w heat 
breakfast food , corn meal, or 
rice, they m u st be giv en as mu ch 
care to protect them from in sect 
pests in warm w eather as an y 
cereals bou ght in packages at the 
store, states Miss A n eta Bead le, 
ex ten sion n u trition ist of Pu rd u e 
u n iv ersity . 
In fact, it m ay be ev en more 
d ifficu lt to store these prod u cts 
u n d er hou sehold con d ition s than 
when they hav e been su bjected 
to a thorou gh sterilizin g tre a t­ 
m en t in a mill or factory an d 
then sealed in air-tight packag­ 
es, she ad d s. Cereal beetles or 
weev ils can liv e for a lon g tim e 
on v ery sm all qu an tities of d ry 
cereal tha t they fin d in cracks, 
corn ers, an d crev ices of 
flou r 
bin s, pan tries, an d kitchen clos­ 
ets. W hen the n ew lot of cereal 
comes, the eggs may alread y be 
in the old con tain er read y to 
hatch in to larv ae which soon be­ 
come v ery trou blesome. 
So it pay s to clean ou t all cer­ 
eal receptacles thorou ghly Jbefore 
n ew m aterial is pu t in them , an d 
also to go ov er the pan try shelv es 
carefu lly with a stiff bru sh an d 
soap an d hot w ater to remov e 
an y old cru mbs of cereal, flou r, 
or bread tha t may be lod ged ou t 
of sight, or an y d u st or lin t which 
m ight harbor in sect eggs. 
The In d ian -m eal m oth is on e 
of the cereal pests tha t make a 
loose webbin g sometimes fou n d 
in cereal box es. Clealin ess an d 
heat are the best m ethod s of rid ­ 
d in g the kitchen an d storeroom 
of meal beetles an d moths. All 
in fested 
m aterial 
shou ld 
be 
bu rn ed . All bags an d con tain ers 
in which food s are to be stored 
shou ld be sterilized . 
P u t away prom ptly an y hom e­ 
grown cereals in clean con tain ers 
with tight lid s an d , if possible, 
d o n ot keep too m u ch on han d

SIGNS OF SPRING 
pVERY YEAR, come May , we 
L - ha\e a fresh crop of spring 
brides to entertain for. And some­ 
how they alway » soem to creep up 
on us before we quite reà llte 
what’s happened. So just cr.i* once 
we decided to steal a march eu 
y oung lov e and be prepared ansati 
of time with a few gay dishes that 
would see us through the perfect 
s- 
luncheon. 
Here, now, is 
a sanawich that will be the pièce 
de résistance of a small feast—Hot 
Mushroom Sandwiches: 
To make 
them y ou’ll need about a pound 
of button mushrooms. Wash them 
and be sure to sav e out a few of 
the handsomest whole buttons for 
garnishes. Then chop up the rest 
of the mushrooms and sauté them, 
along with the whole buttons, in 
golden butter. 
Add about a half 
teaspoonful of salt to step up the 
flav or of the mushrooms. Then set 
the pan aside and make a rich 
chicken sauce to steep the mush­ 
rooms in. It’s a simple trick with 
a can of that delicious new Chick­ 
en Soup with Rice that comes all 
done up in a tin ready to use. J ust 
blend 3 tablespoonfuls of flour with 
the Chicken Soup, heat slowly , 
stirring constantly , until thick­ 
ened, and add about 3 tablespoon­ 
fuls of top milk or cream.

A bit more of 
the sauce ov er all this will finish 
off an elegant dish for the girls. 


Pecan Salad? 
Contriv ed this way 
it’s no task at all: J ust soak IV2 
tablespoonfuls plain gelatin in 
Yl 
cupful cold water 5 minutes. Then 
add Yz cupful of boiling water and 
Yz cupful of sugar to the gelatin 
mix ture and stir until well dis­ 
solv ed. For a crisp crunchy touch 
toss in a cupful of apple cubes, 2 
cupfuls of grapefruit, using both 
pulp and juice, and a half cupful 
of chopped pecans. Mix thorough­ 
ly and pour into a large square pan 
to chill. 
To serv e the salad, cut 
the gelatin lay er into 8 squares 
and arrange them in lettuce cups. 
For the tender touch y ou might 
top each salad with a pink heart 
cut from the center of a pear with 
a small cooky cutter. 
The pink 
is come by honestly . 
J ust mari­ 
nate the pears for a bit in their 
own juices colored by a few drops 
of red v egetable coloring. 
High­ 
light this with a spoonful of whip­ 
ped cream merged with May on­ 
naise. There’s a sentimental salad 
for y ou!

SPRING FLUFF 
Now for a sprightly denouement 
we suggest a v ery gay serv ing of 
Spring Fluff. 
Early in the day , 
while ev ery thing is still calm, sup­ 
pose y ou stir up a good s i z e d 
sponge cake. After the cake has 
cooled, cut it up into 8 rounds 
about four inches in diameter and 
coat each round with a simple fon­ 
dant frosting colored a most deli­ 
cate spring green with a bit of 
v egetable coloring. Then, while y ou 
hav e y our hand in, y ou might as 
well make the fluffy topping, too. 
Here’s how that’s done: 
Whip a 
cupful of whipping cream just until 
it holds its shape. Then gradually 
whip in a dash of salt and 2 table­ 
spoonfuls of sugar.
